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NEW CONSTRUCTION IN ANDOVER 


Number of Building Permits Lags Behind That of the First 


Six Months in 1928—Only Four New Dwelling 
Houses Are Under Way 


Building operations in Andover for the| =i for the 

irst six months of 1929 have fallen slightly 
behind those of tlast year according to the 
permits given out by building inspector, 

Edward Lawson. The number of permits for 
new construction is forty as compared with 
forty-four last year, and twenty-eight for 
additions and alterations as compared with 
thirty in 1928. 


Only four dwelling houses are under way, 
less than a third of those a year ago. The 
desire for garages is unabated, of the eighteen 
constructed or altered, nine are of the two- 

stall type. 

Live stock still commands some attention. 
There are seven new hen houses not to 
mention the brooder houses, brooder pens, 
and dams designed for the comfort and con- 
veniences of the pheasants and ducks which 
are to inhabit the Phillips academy bird 
Sanctuary.

CORNER GROCERY SOLD 


Long-Established Business Passes Into 
New Hands after Nearly One Half- 
Century of Service to Public 


The J. H. Campion company store, the 
oldest grocery store in Andover has been sold 
to James E. Greeley and company. ‘The Mice 
E. Greeley company which has a fish and 
meat market on Essex street will take poses- 
sion on August 1, moving the stock to their 
present stand. 

The “corner grocery” owned by J. H. 
Campion is one of the oldest, if not the oldest 
business of its kind in Essex. county continu- 
ing to do business at the same stand and 
under the same management. 

Opening in February of 1886, more than 
forty-three years ago, Mr. Campion entered 
upon his books the names of many well-known 
Andover householders whose names con- 
tinued to appear there until the day of their 
death. On the first page of the first book is the 
name of William B. Morse whose account 
has run continuously for more than forty 
years. Another long-time customer was 
Matthew S. McCurdy. Men whose names 
were familiar in the life of Andover a genera- 
tion ago and who supplied the gen) larder 
at the corner grocery were E. C. Pike, John 
B. A. Russell, Nathan F, Abters Cc, Billing- 
ton, Augustus Davis and J. W. Wardwell. 

The first day’s business amounted to $7.38, 
the second to $9.00 and the third to $10.00. 
Under Mr. Campion’s judicious management 
the business rem steadily until today $400 is 
considered a fair day’s business. 


The first clerk who assisted Mr. Campion 
was John Murray of Ballardvale. The book- 
keeping was not an arduous task and the 
proprietor performed that work, in addition 
to his other duties, after the close of business 
hours. One horse sufficed to take orders and 
deliver goods. 


As the business expanded Mr. Campion 
added to the number of his employees, some 
of the best-remembered being Bert Brown, 
Edward Trefry, Monte Whitcomb and Wil- 
liam Clark. 


A force of seven is now necessary to attend 
to the wants of the many customers and two 
motor trucks and one horse are used in taking 
orders and delivering goods. ‘The employees 
at the present time include Franklin Valen- 
tine, Leo Allicon, Francis Kelly, Edward 
White, Edward Dwyer, Michae "Maroney 
and Miss Bessie Weeks. 

For may years, Mr. Campion was in 
business with W. D. Currier, operating three 
grocery stores in Lawrence as well as the 
Andover store, About twenty years ago Mr. 
Currier entered the wholesa cate grocery busi- 
ness and withdrew from the Andover store. 
At that time, the sign over the corner grocery 
changed again from Currier & Campion to 
j. H. Campion Co. Mr. Currier retired from 
business a little more than a year ago.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


The Blanchard House 
By Scorr H. Paraptst | 
Allour houses on Andover Hill are haunted 
not with pallid ghosts, but with the mem- | 
ory of sturdy men who lived hard, laborious | 
lives when Our town was very close to the 
frontier. 

But even old houses once were new . One 
summer day some years before 1800 the | 
neighbors were gathering on the top of 
Andover Hill. On foot andon horseback, the 
Abbots, Lovejoys, Holts, Ballards, Fryes, 
plodded over the country roads to a spot 
where the excavation for a cellar already 
yawned, and about which lay freshly hewn 
timbers and all the debris of primitive car- 
pentering. The Reverend Jonathan Frenc h, 
short and stocky, friend of Samuel Phillips 
Jr., offered a prayer. And then amid the 
congratulations and the drinking of toasts 
among the townspeople, and amid the en- 
couraging cheers of the handful of Academy 
boys, the framework of Blanchard House was 
raised and pegged together

this new house on the top of swampy, wind- 
swept Andover Hill was in the very center of 
civilization and companionship. For behind 
their family stretched over a hundred years 
of the incredibly hard and solitary life of the 
backwoodsman. 

In 1629, thirteen years after Shakespeare's 
death, Samuel Blanchard was born in Eng- 
land, and when only ten years old was brought 
to America. We wonder how much of the gay 
Elizabethan temperament he inherited. | 
Perhaps he had heard his father tell of seeing 
Shakespeare himself, or of standing in the pit 
at the New Globe or the Fortune, and thrill- 
ing at the death of Julius Caesar or the 
treachery of Macbeth. But whatever back- 
ground of Merrie England Samuel possessed, 
he seemed to fit into the frontier life as if made 
for it. 

In 1687, eight years after he had bought a 
homestead in the wilderness at Haggett’'s 


Pond, but just where he lived is not certain. 
In 1802 Amos Blanchard (cousin of the fifer) 
was living in the present house and boarding 
boys. Amos was born at Tilton, New Hamp- 
| shire, in 1773, but came to Andover early in 
life. It is not impossible to believe that young 
Amos came straight to his uncle John’s house 
and inheriting it, remained there until the 
property passed out of the Blanchard hands 
sometime before 1812. The structure and 
material of the house—the hand hewn beams, 
the solid eighteen-inch boards, the ancient 
H and L hinges—would seem to date before 
1800. 

At any rate we know that by 1802, at the 
latest, the house had begun its long connec- 
tion with Phillips Academy and Andover 
Theological Seminary. It is safe to say that no 
other house has had such a prolonged associa- 
tion with the school. Deacon Amos was 


Pond (for forty years thereafter called Blan- 
chard’s Pond), he appears as a selectman and 
constable of Andover. We well imagine that 
those first eight years were so occupied with 
the heart-breaking labor of clearing the 
ground, putting up some kind of a shelter for 
his family, devising defense against Indians, 
bears, and wolves, that he had no desire for 
responsibility beyond his daily tasks. But 
thereafter he had leisure to become public 
spirited and to hold office and we see him 
repeatedly as Selectman, and Constable and 
once as Overseer of the Poor. In 1690 he had 
reached such a position of respectability 
in the town that he signed a peititon with 
eleven others of the leading men against the 
disorderly drinking in William Chandler's 
Inn. It is interesting to speculate what dis- 
orderly drinking was in those days. We know 
that our stalwart ancestors delighted in a 
convivial mixture of rum, beer, and molasses, 
We are told that a New England minister who 
had laid in forty barrels of hard cider for the 
use of his family and guests during the winter, 
wrote that he was afraid of running short 
before the next season, And eighty-five years 
later James Stevens, an Andover lad, blandly 
records in his diary: 

“There was a man ciled (killed himself 
Drinkin jin. There was two men drinkt 
forty-fore glasses—won Died.” 

But whatever the idea of excess back in 
those dim days, old Samuel takes his stand on | 
the side of order and restraint-—a true 
Andover type ‘ " 

Amid all the responsibilities of carving a 
home out of the wilderness and governing | 


boarding Academy boys before any of the 
buildings now grouped on the hilltop, save 
Berry House, was standing. And Berry House 
was a tavern, probably not a place where 
boys were allowed to resort. 

And a fine house the Blanchard House was 
even for those days of solid square homes. On 
the ground floor there were three large well- 
lighted rooms and an immense kitchen with a 
great fireplace. Three separate staircases led 
to the second floor, where there were four or 
five more spacious rooms, one, at least, beau- 
tifully panelled. Through the center of the 
house rose an immense square chimney, six 
and a half feet on each side, giving that im- 
pression of strength and solidity characteristic 
of old New England houses, and opening into 
a number of wide, old fashioned fireplaces. 
Alas, both chimney and fireplaces disappeared 
when the house was moved in 1858 to its 
present position, 

In its original site, just opposite the Graves 
House, where a shallow depression in the 
ground still marks its foundation, the Blan- 
chard House was ia the very center of the 
most stirring events on Andoyer Hill. Mili- 
tary maneuvers must have been a familiar 
spectacle to its inmates, for the Old Training 
Field was just across the Salem ‘Turnpike and

Apparently it could not. 

How close this seems to bring us to the 
first days of Phillips Academy. There may 
be men living who remember AmosBlanchard, 
and Amos Blanchard sold that building where 
the awe-struck and somewhat frightened 
boys gathered before the forbidding “Ele- 
phant” Pearson, 

“Big name, big frame, big voice, and 
beetling brow,” 

on the very first day of school. Perhaps the 
sale was talked over and agreed upon in the 
very room where I write. 

On February seventh, 1804, Amos must 
have attained a position of even greater 
responsibility, for the Trustees voted “that 
Amos Blanchard be requested to make a 
survey of all the lands belonging to the 
Academy, that lay in Andover and its vicin- 
ity, and of all its subdivisions on parchment 
and report to the board at the next meeting’. 
This resulted in the map of 1804, We don’t 
know how Amos happened to be capable of 
making such a map. Perhaps, like young 
Wosnington, surveying came naturally to 
him. 


Now comes a puzzling entry in the minutes 
of the Trustees. On June third, 1812, the 
President of the Board was appointed to 
negotiate with Madame Phillips for the 
purchase of the Mansion House “‘and also the 

ouse and buildings occupied by Amos 

Blanchard, and the land contiguous”. How 
did the house come into the possession of 
Madame Phillips and how long had she had 
it? Her son, Colonel John Phillips, is known 
to have made unfortunate investments, and 
perhaps the Blanchard House was one of 
them, At any rate Madame Phillips accepted 
three thousand dollars, the Trustees obtained 
the house, and a good bargain they must have 
considered it, Perhaps some feeling of com- 
punction led them to offer her and Colonel 
fone the use of the house throughout their 
ives. But apparently Madame Phillips 
found it more convenient to make a home 
with Squire Farrar, who kindly offered her 
hospitality,

It is said that any interesting bit of 
gossip heard in the town she at once passed 
on to “the blessed Lord” as soon as she could 
reach the privacy of her room, For weeks she 
was worried about a worn spot in her rug, 
since she could not afford a new one, until 
one day the Lord, apparently in some irrita- 
tion at her obtuseness said to her “Why 
Elizabeth Clough, turn the rug around so 
that the worn spot is under the bed.’’ That 
done, the problem was solved. 

In spite of her peculiarities Miss Clough’s 
boys seemed to have had a warm place for 
her in their hearts, and she undoubtedly 
never lost her maternal feeling for them. 
When one of them, years after graduation, 
brought his bride to see his old room and to 
meet Miss Clough, her first words, even be- 
fore a greeting were, ‘‘Why, Charlie Jones, 
you've been smoking.” As her guests turned 
to go she was heard to exclaim, ‘Well, you’re 
the most spandangular couple I’ve ever seen.” 

The ghosts that haunt the Blanchard 
House are the memories of men and women 
who worked and played in a world we scarcely 
know, yet which still colors our life and 
thought. To them a well, an open fire, and a

Persia Has Salt Lake 
Larger Than Dead Sea 


Five thousand feet above sea level 
in Persia fs to be found a huge, salty 
inland Inke. It is known as Urmin 
and {s 250 miles around, covering an 
area of 1,600 square miles, and boasts 
of some 56 islands. It is among the 
highest bodies of salt water on the 
globe. 

Ninety miles long by some thirty 
wide, it completely dwarfs the Dead 
sea, something like a mile and a 
quarter lower in level, and contains 
a greater percentage of salts in solu- 
tion. 

Urmila {fs fed by a number of s:nall 
streams and Is the catch basin for a 
considerable area, but as it has ne 
outlet whatever except evaporation 
the salt that comes in stays In. Con 
Stant leaching by the streams brings 
In a continuous supply of salt, and 
given enough, this results in a salt 
lake, for while the evaporation takes 
care of the water It must leave the 
salt behind. 

And this is what has happened to 
Urmia. For years and years it has 
been becoming saltier and saltier 
probably exceeded in this respect 
only by Warabugas, the salt water 
annex of the Cuspian sea. No fish 
live In it.

Forest Protection Funds for States | 1928 was $2,700,000. 


Allotted 

Thirty-eight States will receive allotments 
of Federal money to assist them in the pro- 
tection of forests from fire during the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1929, 

The total amount of Federal funds avail- 
able for cooperative forest fire protection 
work during the fiscal year just starting is 
$1,400,000—an increase of $200,000 over the 
appropriation for the preceding year. Co- 
operation with the States in fire protection is 
handled by the Forest Service of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, under the 
Clarke-McNary law of 1924. The work of 
protection is done under the supervision of 
the several State forestry departments under 
plans carefully developed by them in cooper- 
ation with field inspectors of the Forest 
Service, who represent the Federal Govern- 
ment in the projects. Costs are met by a 
three-way division, the Federal Government, 
the States, and the private landowners all 
bearing a share. Under the law the States 
must spend at least as much as the Federal 
Government. The total of State and private 
expenditures reported by the thirty-eight 
cooperating States for the calendar year

area of forest land which was covered by 
some form of organized protection durin, 
1928 was 237,292,650 acres, out of a total o 
416,147,700 acres needing such protection. 

All of the States having important forest 
areas in State and private ownership are now 
cooperating with the Forest Service of the 
department in fire protection, except Ar- 
kansas, There is need, however, says the 
Forest Service, for greatly increased support 
for this important work by all agencies, 
paves and public, to close the enormous gap 
etween the area needing protection and that 
now being protected,

The Surgical Treatment of Cancer 


Surgery is the most scientific branch of 
medicine, and in no direction is surgery 
capable of greater accomplishments than in 
cancer, 

Standard procedures exist for the surgical 
treatment of cancer in nearly every part of 
the body. The operative technique employed 
by one surgeon is practically identical with 
the procedure used by another. 

There is no secrecy about the surgery of 
cancer. Nobody has a proprietary method or 
an exclusive instrument. What is done by one 
surgeon or at a given clinic is known to all. 
Through meetings of their great associations, 
by means of their profusely illustrated journ- 
als and by visits of investigation and study 
the surgeons of one country are made familiar 
with the work done elsewhere. All over the 
United States, as in Europe, skillful surgeons 
are available to perform what would have 
been regarded a hundred years ago as mir- 
acles. 

_ Surgery is the main weapon with which 
civilization is seeking to combat cancer. 
It is used as a preventive and cure, It is 
employed as a preventive when it removes 
precancerous conditions and as a curative 
when it eliminates the cancer itself. Not 
uncommonly radium or X-rays are employed 
in connection with surgery. They share with 
surgery the honor of first place among the 
weapons which can be used against the 
disease. 

It is a relic of barbarous times when un- 
reasoning fear is allowed to prevent a patient 
from getting the benefit of surgical treatment. 
It is reminiscent of the days before anaesthet- 
ics were employed, before aseptic operations 
were performed.

ROLAND H. SHERMAN 


Roland H. Sherman, formerly a well known 
resident of Lawrence and more recently of 
Winchester, died suddenly Saturday after- 
noon at Camp Devens of heart disease. Mr. 
Sherman was one of the high-ranking officers 
at the camp, being a former judge advocate 
of the 26th Division, M. N. G. and also a 
retired lieutenant colonel of the Massachu- 
setts National Guard. He served as a lieu-

Mr. Sherman, a member of the law firm 
Sherman, Barry, Smith & Kelly of Win- 
chester, had arrived at the cap three days 
before his death as a member of the inspec- 
tor’s division of the State Military Corps.

Babson Park, Massachusetts, July 12 
1929. The progress of aeronautics in the 
United States is spectacular. Air transport 
operators this year will fly about 21,000,000 
miles, or five times a far as three years ago. 
We now have 30,000 miles of regular airways, 
whereas in 1926 we had but 8,404 miles. 
Forty thousand passengers were carried in the 
first six months of this year against five 
thousand in the first six months of 1926, 
There are now 1,950 aircraft manufacturers 
compared with 900 three years ago. We now 
have 575 aviation schools and are producing 
planes at the rate of 8,000 a year, whereas we 
produced only 600 planes in 1926. Unques- 
tionably aviation is here to stay and destined 
for enormous growth. Not all companies will 
flourish—certainly avaition will be an excep- 
tion to the rule if it does not go through a 
reorganization stage before it reaches a stable 
basis of progress. In the end it will emerge as 
a strong basic industry with untold possibil- 
ities. Moreover, in watching the aviation 
industry don’t forget to watch its effects on 
other industries. In studying aviation watch 
not only its actions, but its reactions. 


Railroads Vitally Affected 


I do not believe the railroads are going 
to make the same mistake in dealing with 
aviation that they made in connection with 
the auto bus, motor truck, and automobile. 
To ignore aircraft competition or to fight it, 
would be equally dangerous. Rather the 
roads must adopt the airplane as an adjunct 
to their regular business. Some progressive 
railroad leaders have already taken steps to 
do this. Action of the Pennsylvania, Santa 
Fe, and New York Central, and a few others 
in establishing combined air and rail trans- 
portation service is but a step to a wider 
utilization of the airplane by the railroads. 

It has often been said that railroad 
officials do not care much about passenger 
traffic anyway, because it has always been 
unprofitable. This may be true for some roads 
but for others it is not. I have in mind one 
important Eastern carrier which obtains 35 
per cent of its gross from passenger traffic. 
Such a road must consider how it can incor- 
porate air transportation with rail trans- 
portation. It cannot view the development of 
aeronautics with indifference. Sooner or later, 
except for suburban traflic, many of the 
railroads are going to lose much of their 
day-time passenger business and nearly all of 
their first-class mail and light express busi- 
ness. When that time comes whey should be 
in a position to control aeronautical facilities 
rather than to allow these facilities to fall into 
the hands of competitive interests. 

The airplane can be a great help to the 
railroads, or a great hindrance, depending 
upon how the roads themselves accept it. 
Some of the shorter lines can use the airplane 
to increase their transportation distances. 
Instead of turning their pullmans over to 
competitive lines at the end of the run, they 
can transfer passengers to their own planes 
and carry them to their destination. In other 
words, the transportation radius of some of

Aeronautics May Bring Revolutionary Developments in Business, Finance, and Social 
Economics — To Ignore Aircraft Competition or to Fight It Will 


Be Equally Dangerous 


the less fortunately situated lines can be 
greatly increased by means of the airplane, 
with resulting economies in rentals, trackage 
rights, leases, etc. 


Will Influence Real Estate Values 


Another reaction of the airplane will be 
felt in real estate. Beautiful regions now 
inaccessible may become thriving communi- 
ties fifteen years hence. Land values will be 
made where none existed before. On the 
other hand, there is the problem of noise as 
affecting residential districts. This will 
undoubtedly be overcome in time by further 
muflling of the airplane motors, but just as 
railroad yards and terminals change the 
character of the area immediately surround- 
ing them, so may the airport terminal change 
values in its immediate vicinity. Neverthe- 
less, every progressive community should 
select a prover landing field if it desires to 
grow. Good transportation is the key note to 
good real estate values, and while the airport 
mav change a residential section to a business 
section, the whole community is sure to 
benefit and residential as well as business 
property in the town as a whole will grow 
in value. 


Will Increase Oil and Gasoline 
Consumption 


As yet the consumption of gasoline and 
oil by the airplanes is a very small part of our 
total consumption. We use in this country 
1,680,000,000 gallons of gasoline each year, 
mostly for automobiles. Authorities estimate 
that airplanes this year will fly about 21,000, 
000 miles. According to the size of the ship 
and the number of motors, the number of 
miles flown per gallon varies, from three 
miles to fifteen or twenty miles. If these 
planes get an average of six miles per gallon, 
their total consumption this year will be only 
3,500,000 gallons, which is only 3-10 of one 
per cent of our total gasoline consumption. 
However, it is not fair to judge the future by 
the present. When in the future we have 
hundreds of thousands of individuals piloting 
airplanes, then the demand for gasoline by 
aircraft will be greatly increased. Moreover, 
present airplane engines can use only high 
quality gasoline which is obtained from the 
best grade crude oil supply. Such crude oilis 
distinctly limited. From the long-pull stand- 
point, the oil and gas industrv is going to be 
greatly benefited by the aviation industry. 


Aviation Learns from Other 
Industries 

The recent merger of the Curtiss-Keys 
and Wright and groups of aviation companies 
undoubtedly is a step in the consolidation 
trend among aviation industries. In the 
early years of the automobile there were many 
small independent companies, some guccess- 
fully producing, and others soon to go out of 
business. By merging and consolidation of 
these automobile companies the chaff was 
separated from the wheat and the industry 
was put on a strong and powerful basis which 
enabled it to produce far more efficiently and 
give far more in automobile value to pur- 
chasers. Thus the consolidations and mergers 
in the automobile field have not only beni- 
fited the automobile business, but have 
stimulated competition and benefited the 
consumer. 

The public utility industry has passed 
through much the same course. Many small 
independent power plants were inefficiently 
run because of their small size. Mergers and 
consolidations were brought about. Large 
producing plants both of steam and water- 
ower were connected by long transportation 
ines and electricity is now produced on a 
scale and at a low price which would have 
been absolutely impossible for the small 
independent producer. : 

It is interesting to note that the industries 
which have had the greatest consolidations in 
recent years, namely the automobile and 
ower companies, have constantly been 
owering their prices to the consumer until a 
dollar today buys far more in the automobile 
or power line than the pre-war dollar. ;

This means that many companies will be 
sifted out in the consolidation process. 
Will Bring Revolutionary Changes 

The potentialities of aircraft for revolu- 
tionizing our whole industrial and social life 
challenge the imagination. No one can tell 
just what all its effects may be. The auto- 
mobile, for example, proved the blessing of 
some industries and the doom of others. It 
Virtually put the street railway companies 
out of business, but it put the oil industry on 
the map. It created a great accessory indus- 
try. It opened up new opportunities in real 
estate, in retail trade, in manufacturing, and 
in a hundred other fields. Now we have in the 
airplane an even faster method of transporta- 
tion with fewer limitations as to where it can 
be extended. Very likely it will do all the 
things the automobile has done and many 
more.

Chinese Elm One of 
Hardiest of Trees | 


The Chinese elm, sometimes known 
ns the desert elm, {s one of the most 
valuable contributions to the imported 
florn of the United States made by 
the lute Frank Meyer of the bureau 
of plant industry, United States De- 
purtment of Agriculture, says the 
American Forests and Forest Life | 
Maguzine, official organ of the Amer- 
ican Forestry association. Mr. Meyer 
found the tree growing In the vicinity 
of Peking, China, and was so im- 
pressed with its graceful form and 
general hardiness that he Included 
seeds In his shipments of new plants 
from the Celestial Kingdom about the | 
year 1614. 

“The seeds,” the writer continues, 
“were propagated at several of the 
plant introduction gardens of the De- | 
partment of Agriculture and soon 
proved their adaptability to a wide | 
range of conditions In America. One 
of the original trees growing near | 
Chico, Calif., is now about forty feet | 
high and its small leaves and the 
density and weeping character of its 
follage combine to nnke a specimen 
of great grace and beauty.”

Mrs, Todd of Balmoral street, Daughter 
and Niece Passengers on Prince George 
When Hit by Patrol Boat 

Mrs. Joseph G. Todd of 43 Balmoral 
street, her fourteen year old daughter, Miss 
Lola Todd, and her niece, Miss Alice Todd, 
thirteen years old, of Bridgetown, New 
Brunswick, were passengers on the Eastern 
Steamship company’s liner Prince George 
which was in Colton with the Coast Guard 
patrol boat Agassiz early Sunday morning 
about fifty miles off Cape Ann, while en 
route from Yarmouth, Nova Scotia, to 
Boston.

The passengers 
were later transferred at sea to the revenue 
cutt.r Mojave. 

Mr. Todd was on the dock to meet his wife, 
daughter and niece when they arrived late 
Sunday afternoon and they all returned 
immediately to their home.

Miss Dorothy Snow nurse at the Shaw- 
sheen hospital, figured in a rescue at a serious 
fire in Methuen Sunday. While visiting 
friends on Pelham street, fire broke out in the 
home of Mrs. Francis Laucius next door and 
Miss Snow telephoned an alarm to the Me- 
thuen fire department.

Seek Sound Devices 


as Reliable as Ear 

In spite of conustunt attempts to de- 
vise a sound recording instrument, 
there has as yet appeared no appar- 
atus as sensitive und reliable as the 
human ear.

“This 
corresponds to a to-und-fro movement 
of the air through a distance of about 
one-tenth of the dinmeter of a mole 
cule,”
